Friedberg, ‘Hesse, June 23.—A des- 
perate attempt at robbery which oc- 
curred here late yesterday afternoon 
resulted in two deaths and the wound- 
ingeof several persons.

MR. G. K. LEESON 
DEAD AT CALGARY 


Prominent Pioneer of the West 
Passed Away After Long 
Illness, Today 


ONCE MAIL CONTRACTOR 


His Big Ranch and Land Invest- 
ments About Calgary Brought 
Him Great Wealth

Calgary, June 23---With the death 
of Mr. G. K. Leeson, of this city, who 
passed away this morning, Alberta 
and the entire west loses one of its 
best known and most highly respect- 
ed pioneers. Mr, Leeson’s death did 
not come entirely as a surprise to his 
numerous friends, He had been ail- 
ing for many months and his death 
had been daily expected for the past 
week, He was suffering from cancer 
of the stomach and several weeks ago 
the doctors had announced his end to 
he mercly a question of time. 

About three years ago on the re- 
commendation of his local medical ad- 
visors Mr. Leeson went to Rochester 
to undergo an operation, but it was 
found nothing could be done and he 


returned without recieving surgical 
treatment. He was aware:that the 


end could not be far distant, but con- 
cealed the fact from his family, suffer- 


ing the pain in silence so that he 
might spare them the news. 
In the erly days the name of 


George Leeson was known from Fort 
Garry to the Rocky Mountains and 
from the international boundary to 
the south, as far north as was settled 
then. He was widely known for his 
frank and open-hearted hospitality 
and never a friend or acquaintance of 
his came to Calgary without receiving 
the best he could. offer 

Me was a native of Carlton Place. 
Ontario, but came west about 25 years 
ago, acompanied by his bride. Tn 
partnership with a friend, George 
Scott, he secured from the old’ ‘Ler 
ritorial government, the contract for 
carrying the mail and passengers from 
Calgary to Edmonton and from Qu’- 
Appelle to Prince Albert hefore the 
railway was built. George Scott lived 
at QuwaAppelle. and) supervised) — that 
portion of the business, while Mr, 
Leeson made his headanarters in Cal- 
gary and attended to the Calgary-Kd- 
monton end, 

Mr. Leeson’ became the owner of 2 
large vanch in the Morley district and 
for many years raised large herds of 
cattle and horses.

avery wealthy man in the space of a 
few years.

The speech of Mr. Charles Stew- 
art, member for Sedgewick, at the 
opening meeting of Mr. Sifton’s cam- 
paign in Vermilion, was of no small 
significance. Mr, Stewart was a fol- 
lower of Mr. Cushing during the re- 
cent controversy, but ‘he ‘had no hesi- 
tation in expressing his confidence 
in the new Premier, adding that 
“there might be in the house two or 
three ‘Liberals who would make trou- 
ble for the Premier, -but there were 
enough others to support him in giv- 
ing the province clean, ‘honest and 
capable -government.” 

Mr. Stewart didn’t. mention any 
names, fut these “two or ‘three 'Lib- 
erals” have made their attitude plain 
enough to enable the public to tell 
with oa fair degree of  ac- 
uracy. {0 whom reference was 
made Just what their - po- 
litical future will be is difficult to 
‘say. At any rate it is not a matter of 
great concern, What we are inter- 
ested in is the fact that their leader- 
ship, so far as Whelng an dimportant 
factor in the politics of the province, 
jis'a thing of the past and that Mr. 
Sifton will face the Legislature with 
the strongest kind of support at his 
back. 


The Premier’s address at ‘Irma was 
fully in line with that at the nomi- 
nating convention in Vermilion. The 
fact that ‘he is not glibly making all 
kinds of promises will recommend 
him ‘to the majority of electors who 


_ size aman up iby the evidence of 


capacity and sincerity which he gives 
and the general ideas in regard to 
pwblic affairs which he enunciates 
tather than iby the claborateness with 
which he sets forth any specific pol- 
icy. A month thas not yet elapsed 
since Mr, Sifton took office and it 


. is quite unreasonable to expect from 


him any exhaustive treatment of the 
different problems facing ‘the Pre- 
mier. ‘This is particularly true in 
reference to the A, & G. W.. ‘The 
commission has not yet finished its 
sittings and many matters have to be 
gone into in connection with the pro- 
ject. ‘This much, however, may be 
taken” as assured that the road. will 
be built and that the province's in- 
terests will be fully protected. 

The ideal which the Premier has 
set before him and which: he — has 
stated in telling fashion, to extend 
the railways and roadways of. the 
province till every farmer may take 
his produce to inarket and get honié 
the same day, is one that will make 
a general appeal. If a country is 
worth ‘bringing settlers into, once 
they are here they are entitled to 
transportation facilities as complete 
ag Mr. Sifton is aiming at. 

His reply to Mr. Ewing who had 
declared that he had left the Bench 
to save the Liberal party, was par- 
ticularly apt. He had no apology to 
make on that score. He reviewed 
the work which the party ‘had done 
for the province up to the present 
and he thought that in view of that 
record it was well worth saving. The 
Premier is thoroughly right. The best 
way, in fact the only way, in which 
a public man can accomplish anything 
in the general interests is through 
the agency of one of the great par- 
ties. Partizanship thas its abuses, but 
under British institutions: we ‘haven't 
been able to get along without the 
system up to the present and are 
not likely to for a good many years 
to come. This being the case, it was 
for the good of the whole people 
that Mr. Sifton should assume the 
Liberal leadership at the time that 
he did and use his influence in keep- 
ing that organization together and 


directing it in accordance with its; 


best traditions.

A NEW TOURIST CENTRE TO 
THE W3ST OF EDMONTON 


One of the most attractive booklets 
that thas reached this office in many 
a Jong day comes from the general 
passenger agent of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific railway. It is entitled “Mount 
Robson and Beautiful. Jasper Park” 
and gives an admirably written de- 
scription of the great national play- 
ground which with the completion of 
the G. -T. P. to the Yellowhead by 
the end of the present year will be 
opened up to the world. What it will 
mean to Edmonton to be distant ‘by 
so comparatively short a railway run 
from such scenes of natural grandeur 
and {beauty such a booklet as this 
makes one realize. The villustrations 
are superb, ‘The longest article is 
that by Rev, G. B, Kinney, in which 
he describes this ascent of Mound 
Robson, ‘the highest peak in the Ca- 
nadian Rockies. Others deal with 
the general features of the park and 
the country on cach side of the pass. 
The description of the approach to 
the mountains by the G. ‘I’. 'P. is par: 
ticuarly fine. 

“The pass here,” it reads in part, 
“is about five miles wide, with the 
beautiful Athabaska winding like a 
silver thread through the centre, and 
with weil defined and distinct ranges 
of mountains running away in vistas 
in every direction—north, south and 
west—in endless variety of configu- 
ration. The pass itself presents an 
ever-changing aspect of loveliness, 
with tiny stretches of flower-strewn 
prairie and patches -of pretty park- 
land and intersected by ‘oiling ‘tor- 
rents, clear as crystal, while over and 
jabove it all is the ponderous glory of 
the mountains and Alpine phenomena, 
Fine imposing peaks are ranged in 
almost a semi-circle enclosing a 
stretch of valley which may best be 
described as an ampitheatre, in the 
centre of which reposes Brule Lake, 
a shallow, treacherous expansion of 
the Athabaska, mirroring on its ‘bos- 
om the untamed picturesqueness ‘of 
the landscape.” 

That Jasper Park will do ‘a great 
deal to help to make the G.T.P. route 
attractive from .a tourist standpoint 
there is no question and it is. satis- 
factory to know that the railway is 
already taking active measurcs to let 
the world at Jarge know what it has 
to offer in this connection. It is not 
unlikely that the summer of 1971 will 
see a very considerable traffic of this 
character passing through Edmonton.

Monday and then pro- 
ceeded to compliment the gentlemen 
and ladies who had worked in the in- 
terests of the noble enterprise. paying 
special t ribute to Mrs. Murphy, pres- 
ident of the ladies’ board, Mr. K. W. 
MacKenzie, chairman of the building 
committee, and Mr. Cushing, past 
president of the hospital. . 

Mrs. Murphy said that she had said 
all that she had to say in connection 
with the hospital on ‘Sunday afternoon 
but in a few words referred to the 
auspicious and happy event. She 
thanked the ratepayers for . eir gen- 
crosity in passing the by-law and stat- 
ed that the $225,000 that was now 
available for construction- would be 
utilized in a most careful fashion. 

His Worship Mayor Lee extended 
hearty congratulations to all those 
whose efforts had come to a successful 
conclusion and referred to the great 
honor which had been accorded him 
when he was asked to officiate at the 
ceremony.

New York, June 22—Art least four 
were fatally injured and a dozen oth- 
ers seriously ‘hurt early yesterday 
when two crowded cars of a scenic 
railway on the bowery at Coney Is- 
land, running at a terrific speed; jump- 
ed the track and dropped with a 
mighty crash, a sheer sixty feet to 
the ground. The accident occurred 
as the crowds of people who remain- 
ed at the resort to enjoy cool of the 
early morning were making merry at 
the various amusement places. 

Two cars of the ‘big. switchback 
were quickly filled. When they were 

iflying up the incline and the party 
was laughing and” shouting, they 
plunged down the first steep grade 
and up the incline. The cars shot 
to the ‘highest point of the scenic 
road and began to dive down at a 
mile a minute pace.

A. S. White reached the city 


Rev. 
yesterday from Fort Vermilion, 300 
miles below Peace River Crossing, 


A where he has for three years been en- 
h}gaged in missionary work amongst 
the settlers and Indians. Mr. White 
first went north about ten years ago 
and remained at his post for seven 
consecutive years until three years 
fjago when he made a trip to Edmon- 
ton. 

On May 2oth, he left Fort Vermilion 
by the steamer “Peace River,” and 
after an arduous journey arrived in 
Edmonton yesterday. 

The crops, he reports, are showing 
above the ground, a heavy fall of snow 
in the Lesser Slave Lake district had 
furnished sufficient moisture, while at 
Grande Prairie they were exceptional- 
ly promising.
